. buffer zones along former front lines 
throughout Bosnia. 

The deadline is part of tJic U.S.-bmkcrcd 
peace agreement signed last month, under 
which Bosnia is to be partitioned into two- ' 
ethnically based eniitics and a 60,000-mari 
NATO-led peacekeeping force deployed. 

- "This is a tremendous beginning." Maj. 
Alistair Ross, a NATO spokesman, said at 
this front-line village, 120 miles northwest 
ofSarajevo.- 

"It’s loo early to say the peace will hold, 
but what we're seeing today hasn't been 
achieved in almost four years of war.” 

The buffer zones — marked by orange 
paint on tree slumps and roads and b^y 
stretches of orange .wire — are off-limits to 
all military personnel other than the peace-

* TEROME^Jerome has become a po^ 
ular spot for professional Mexican 
bands. 

About seven years ago, El Sombrero 
Restaurant owner Rosa Paiz began pro- 
m.oring Hispanic community dances at 
Jerome County’s fairgrounds. 

“The Mexican community needed 
something to do,’’ Poiz said. “And ! was 
looking for a way to keep my business 
going during the slower winter months. 
Offering a dance about once a month 
supplied the extra income 1 needed to 
survive, and provided an opportunity for 
.our Mexican community to .get together 
and visit" 

Dancers conie firom all over the Magic 
Valley, dnd Paiz brings in .professional 
-btmds from Califomia-and Mexico. 

“These bonds, whose.music is played 
oi^Mexicw radio stations, coll me to ask 
iflhey can play here," Pdii said. “We 
have become a very popular stop on their 
-tours." 

Paiz needed a large facility, with 


ample parking space, and a remote loca- 
tion so late-night band music 'would not 

disturb tl« neighbors.^ 

The"Jcr6me County Fairgrounds wa:s‘ 
the perfect solution. 

About 75 percent of the fairgrounds’ 
annual $135,000 budget - $101,250 - 
comes from self-generated revenues, 
fairgrounds Manager Pom Kubik said. 

"We profit approximately $15,000 
with our foir and rodeo each year,” she 
-said. "We do about $6,000 on Rosa’s 
dances, so you can see the dances ore 
one of our biggest, money-makers." , 
Over the years, the arrangement 
between Paiz and the Jerome County 
Fair Board has evolved into a rental 
price of $500 per night, which takes into 
account the sale of beer to adult dance 
patrons. 

The fairgrounds arc not the only bene- 
factor of ihe-danccs. — — „ — „ - — 

“In the Mexican community, if they 
have a little bit of mon^, they want to' 
do something together - t|’s.1a communi- 
ty-sharing time - it’s part of their cul- 
ture. And if they are goihg'to spend 
money, let’s try to get them, to spend it 


right here in Jerome," Paiz said. 

In return for permission to sell beer 
during her dances, Paiz agreed to donate 
“the' profits oftKc bccr wles to the Jerome 
Pool Committee, and Jerome's Cotholic. 
church. 

Jerome City Councilman Dennis 
Moore said the committee needs to raise- 
about $20,000, and about $60,000 in 
donated labor and materials for the pool. 

“Rosa has donated about $1,200 to the 
'pool committee, which makes her our 
largest ebnfributor," he said. 

Paiz also donates $100 from each 
donee to the St. Jerome Catholic Church. 
She said the mon'ey is used to sponsor a 
Mass in Spanish on the local radio sta- 
tion. 

“Rosa offers a nice family-type dance. . 
Many parents bring their children. 
Functions like this-ore good for the com-

Prescott, who oversees the fairgrounds. 
“Aiid these dances draw a lot of people

— Mo^e■evidcncc^hat'a"majority' 
of Americans are leisure-time 
couch potatoes* comes from a new 
analysis of national health sur- 
veys. The study found that 54 per- 
cent of Americans 'say that during 
leisure time they engage in “little 
or no’E physical activity, such as 
waling, jogging, golf, bowling, 
gardening or dancing. 

The technical term for such 
hobbies and sports is leisure-time 
physical activity, or LTPA. Such 
activity; researchers said, '“pro- 
vides some protection against 
hypertension, adult-onset diabetes, 
ceitain cancers, osteoporosis and 
depression." Lack of LTPA, how- 
ever, may explain why more . 
Americans are overweight today 
than in 1980, despite lower con- 
sumption of dietary fat and cho- 
lesterol. 

“What is evident is that partici- 
pation in LTPA* has plateaued 
over the past decade,” researchers . 
concluded in reporting their find- 
ings in Monday’s Archives of 
Internal .Medicine. '. 

They found 59 percent of 
women pnd 49 percent of men 
reported linle or no LTPA, mean- 
ing less than three times a week. ■ 
Such inactivity during leisure'time~ 
was disproportionately high 
among'several groups,'' including ~ 
Mcxican-American women (74 


percent), non-Hlspanic black 
_ .wpmcn.(67.pcrccnt) and.Mcxican--- 
Amcrican men (65 percent). 

Physical inacrivity also 
increased with age, the study 
found. Among those 80 or older, . 
74 percent of women and 58 per- 
cent of men reported little or no 
LTPA. In that same age group, 62 
percent of women and 40 percent 
of men said thoy typically engage 
in no physical activity at all dur- 
ing leisure time. 

The analysis, conducted by a 
team headed from the National- 
Center for Health Statistics, was 
based on data from the third 
National Health and Nutrition 
Examination Survey (NHANES 
III), including interviews with 
9,488 adults from 1988 to 1991.
